The Way to Peace. 


The Pope, in his reply to the customary 
Christmas address from Cardinal Vanu- 
telli, has expressed his regret that his 
efforts for the reconciliation of the peoples 
have been in vain, and has announced his 
intention of continuing throughout the 
world the mission of peace. At the close 
of his message the Pope suggests that the 
liberation of Jerusalem has “a special 
language which strengthens the invitation 
we address to the peoples.. It had been 
reported that he would take the oppor- 
tunity to denounce any Christian Power 
which should seek to aid the Turks in 
an attempt to recover Palestine. The Pope 
does not go so far as that; but he speaks 
of the occupation of Jerusalem as an event 
“granting the age-long prayer of the 
Fathers,” and “giving back to the 
Christian faith the sacred places.” In 
view of the intimacy of the Vatican's rela- 
tions. with: Austria as the chief Roman 
Catholic Power, and of the fact that 
Turkey is an Ally of the Central Empires, 
this guarded language, perhaps, is as much 
as the delicacy of the Pope's position 
would permit him to use. His renewal of 


‘his appeal in the cause of peace to the 


belligerents. has been answered in ad- 
vance by the Kaiser, in the extraordinary 
harangue which he addressed to the 
Second German Army on the western front 
on December 22nd. We need not com- 
ment on the German Emperor's frantic 
boast that on this front during: the past 
year “the enemy have accomplished 
nothing,’ while the German Army has 
accomplished “the most gigantic feat ever 


accomplished by an army, and one without | 


parallel in history.” The record of a year 
which began with the victory of Messines, 


the breach of the Hindenburg line before 
Cambrai sufficiently disproves him; 
this record of victory is recalled in appro- 
priately modest terms in the address of 
His Majesty the King to his fighting forces, 
and in Haigs Christmas

Australia is a continent of over three 
million square miles, or nearly a quarter 
the size of the whole British Empire, and 
nearly equal to the whole of Europe. A 
country of that magnitude, although the 
interior is not under the classification of 
“jnhabited,”’ requires many more men 
at home for production purposes than 
countries which are opened up, or were 
densely peopled like the once-free 
Belgium. 

The argument of the great loyal body of 
the majority against conscription—as dis- 
tinct from the disaffected elements which 
helped to turn the scale—was that it was 
as well to keep the non-enlisted manhood 
at their customary occupations. Australia 
is exporting largely for the Empire and 
its Allies, and this supply of food-stuffs 
and other necessities must be maintained, 
Taking a slight extra percentage of men 
out of crowded areas is insignificant com- 
peratively, but removing, say, an addi- 
tional ten per cent. out of the personne in 
régions where a handful have to round up 
cattle or muster tens of thousands of 
sheep suggested a doubt whether those

The two points of divergence between 
the Government and its opponents were 
simply the extent to which Australia could 
safely denude herself of men for the Euro- 
pean fighting, and the value of Australian 
man-power in local war industries as 
compared with its value in the field. The 
greater part of the majority in the 
Commonwealth have, doubtless, thought 
out their own policy and are content to 
abide by it. There is, of course, the atti- 
tude of Labour, which cannot be ignored. 
A section is still remembering the recent 
strikes and is “kicking’’ on principle, 
while there are many, we are informed, 
who fail to appreciate the broader issues 
involved—their kind exist in every 
country.

Christmas has been a very quiet a 
sober feast in London. The weather has 
been fine. and cold,: but there were very 
few people about in the streets, while the 


suburban trains and omnibuses did very 
little business. Judging Srv, th “a” 
e with whom ave c 
ence of the peop] aot Coe 
troller have been very carefully obeyed, 
and there has been little feasting, though 
there have been many festive gatherings. 
The Christmas pudding was missing in 
many a home this year owing to the 
scarcity of dried fruit, and its place has 
been taken generally by an apple pudding. 
A greengrocer told me dig that he 
thought that there would be guite as many 
apple puddings as Christmas puddings this 
year—a statement that Lord Rhondda 
would probably receive with pleasure. 
Though the feast has been a quiet one, 
it has by no means been duil. People to- 
day were in the best of spirits, while the 
soldiers generally were beaming with good 
nature. It is reported that the Churches 
were all extremely well attended this 
morning, and that the Services were as 
bright and attractive as ever, with, in 
most cases, a thanksgiving that Bethlehem 
is to-day again in Christian hands. This 
was made the point of many a sermon 
this morning, and there can be little doubt 
as to the effect of General Allenby's vic- 
tories on the spirits of the people. 
Christmas cards have been few this year, 
and the post this morning was almost as 
usual, being only half an hour or so late. 
In times past it used to be noon on 
letters were de- 
livered in many places. The Christmas 
mail, however, has been handled most 
successfully by the Post Office in spite of 
the great shortage of employés. The 
delays sometimes are considerable, but not 
nearly so great as in past years. It would

Mr. Lloyd George was at 10 Downing 
street yesterday and to-day for a meeting 
of the War Cabinet.

It 1s reported from our Headquarters in 
France that a daylight raid has been made 
on Mannheim, on the Rhine, with excel. 
lent results. Mannheim is a big and busy 
centre with many factories, and from the 
observation that a ton of bombs was 
dropped and fires started it is probable 
that the place has suffered severely. The 
town is laid out in a somewhat curious 
fashion, for the streets are numbered as 
well as the houses, and the whole place 
is built in blocks, all the streets being 
perfectly straight. It has a magnificent 
concert hall and some beautiful rose 
gardens on the Baden side of the Rhine. 
but on the Bavarian side the factories ex. 
oon for three or four miles along the river 
ront, 

A special general conference of the 
Trades Union Congress and the Labour 
Party will sit in London to-morrow and 
Thursday next to discuss war aims, and 
on Friday another special conference will 
be held on the question of food. I have 
authority for stating that the Govern. 
ments proposals on man-power will also be 
debated at these conferences. 

Although obstacles in the way of the 
Workers’ Educational Association taking 
root in Ireland have been surmounted by 
the formation of a branch in Belfast, very 
slow progress is being made. According 
to the ofhicial statement of the Association, 
whose headquarters are in London, only 
three working-class bodies are affiliated to 
the branch, and the membership is not 
more than fifty. The Corporation of Cork 
has made a grant for the extension lectures 
and tutorial classes conducted at the Uni- 
versity College in their city—the first grant 
ever made in Ireland for the purpose—and 
a joint committee representing the Uni- 
versity and the Corporation might succeed 
in linking its activities with the Associa. 
tion, but beyond this the outlook of the 
organisation is not promising. The Asso- 
ciation, though / only fourteen years in 
existence, has become a federation of over 
2,500 organisations. 

Now that the Representation of the 
People Bill has passed second reading in 
the Lords, it may be noted that the 
Marquis of Salisbury and his friends will 
take up in Committee an attitude of de- 
cided go Cais to allowing a redistribution 
of seats in Ireland to be based on that 
country's present representation. This 
they consider would mean virtually the 
perpetuation of a heavy over-representa- 
tion amounting to at least forty members, 
whereas, in their opinion, this injustice to 
Great Britain, and especially to ‘England, 
ought to be swept away at the earliest 
possible opportunity. If Irish redistribu. 
tion now is not to remove this injustice 
then the view is that it would be almost 
ag well to leave Ireland out of the Bill 
altogether until an opportunity arises for 
placing her representation at Westminster 
on a fair and reasonable footing.

At 4 o'clock on Saturday, December 22nd, the 
first public sitting of the delegates was opened 
by Prince Leopold of Bavaria, Germany was 
represented by Baron von Kueblmann, Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs; Austria- 
Hungary by Count Czernin, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs; Turkey by the Grand Vizier, and 
Bulgaria by M. Popoff, Minister of Justice. 
Baron von Kuehbnann proposed that each dele 
gation in its turn should preside. Our deloga- 
tion demanded and obtained publicity for the 
sittings, and the right to publish protocols. 
The Russian delegation, in conformity with the 
cloarly expressed wish of the Russian fevolu- 
tionary people, to arrive as soon as possible at 
the conclusion of a general democratic peace, 
considers that the only principles of a peace 
equally acceptable for all are the principles 
enunciated in the Peace Decree, which was ac- 
cepted unanimously by the Congress of Russian 
peasants,
